The thing constantly overlooked by those hopefuls'who 


talk of abolishing war is that it is by no means an evidence 
of decay but rather a proof of health and vigor. To fight 
seems to be as natural to man as to eat. Civilization limit - 
and wars upon the impulse but it can never quite eliminate 
it. Whenever the effort seems to he most successful— that is 
whenever man seems to he submitting most willingly to dis­ 
cipline. the spark is neare<t to the powder barrel. Here re­ 
pression achieves its inevitable work. The most warlike peo­ 
ple under civilization are precisely those who submit most 
docilely to the rigid inhibitions of peace. Once they break 
through the bounds of their repressed but steadily accumu­ 
lating pugnacity, their destructiveness runs to great lengths. 
Throwing off the chains of order, they leap into the air and 
kick their legs. Of all the nations engaged in the two World 
Wars the Hermans, who were the most rigidlv girded by con 
ceptions of reuneiation and duty, showed the most gusto 
for war for its own sake. 
The powerful emotional stimulus of war, its evocation of 


motives and ideals which, whatever their error, are at least 
more stimulating than those which impel a man to get and 
keep a safe job— this is too obvious to need laboring. The 
effect on the individual soldier of its very horror, filling him 
with a sense of the heroic, increases enormously his self- 
respect. This increase in self-respect reacts upon the nation, 
and tends to save it from the deteriorating effects of indus­ 
trial discipline. In the main, soldiers are men of humble po­ 
sition and talents -laborers, petty mechanics, young fellows 
without definite occupation. Vet no one can deny that the 
veteran shows a certain superiority in dignity to the average 
man of his age and experience. He has played his part in 
significant events: he has heen a citizen in a far more pro­ 
found sense than any mere workman can ever be. The effect® 
of all this are plainlv seen in his bearing and bis whole at­ 
titude of mind. W ar may make a fool of man. but it by no 
means degrades him; on the contrary, it tends to exalt him 
and its net effects are much like those of motherhood of 
women.
